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COMPARATIVE  STUDY  OF  THE  HOVEL.-  Professor  John  E.  Collins,  State 
Teachers  College,  Boston. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  teachers  an  acqua i ntance  with 
the  growth  and  development  of  prose  fiction  in  Continental 
countries.  The  influence  of  these  works  upon  English  and 
American  Literatures  will  be  stressed.  English  translations 
of  representative  works  will  be  used  throughout  the  study. 

Two  Semester  Hours  Tuesday  3:30-5:15 


TEACHING  ARITHMETIC  IN  GRADES  IV,  V,  AND  VI.-  Associate  Pro- 
fessor Beatrice  P.  Eaton,  State  Teachers  College,  Boston. 

This  course  will  consider  the  most  effective  methods  of 
teaching  with  meaning  the  arithmetic  of  the  elementary 
grades.  Particular  attention  will  be  given  to  the  use  of 
instructional  materials,  number-readiness  programs,  the 
importance  of  drill  and  problem  solving,  as  well  as  enrich- 
ment programs  in  arithmetic  for  Grades  IV,  V,  and  VI. 
(Opportunity  will  be  given  to  examine  the  most  recent  text 
books  for  these  grades  and  to  review  the  recommendations  of 
the  Fiftieth  Yearbook  of  the  N.S.S.E.)

EDUCATIONAL  MEASUREMENT  FOR  THE  CLASSROOM  TEACHER.-  Professor 
Francis  lv\  McCarthy,  State  Teachers  College,  Boston. 

This  course  is  designed  to  provide  the  teacher  with  some 
understanding  of  the  processes  of  educational  measurement 
and  an  appreciation  of  the  various  test  materials  available. 
Where  practicable,  testing  will  relate  to  the  problems  of 
class  members.

TrE  GOVERNMENT  OF  MASSACHUSETTS.-  Associate  Professor  Herbert  G. 
Began,  State  Teachers  College,  Boston. 

This  course  will  give  the  teacher  an  opportunity  for  a com- 
prehensive study  of  the  government  of  the  Commonwealth.  It 
V/ i 1 1 present  the  necessary  background  in  the  field,  as  re- 
in ired  by  State  law,  for  the  teaching  of  this  subject.

THE  TEACHING  OF  GEOGRAPHY  IN  THE  ELEMENTARY  GRADES.-  Associate 
Professor  Mary  C.  Donahue,  State  Teachers  College,  Boston. 

This  course  provides  a foundation  in  the  elements  of  geogra- 
phy and  a broad  regional  analysis  of  the  relations  of  the 
United  States  to  other  world  areas.  Maps  and  other  study 
skills  of  the  elementary  grades  will  be  used  in  the  develop- 
ment of  geographical  interpretations. 

Two  Semester  Hours  Thursday  3:30-5:15 

HISTORIC  APPROACH  TO  PSYCHOLOGY.-  M.  Martin  Kostick,  Instructor, 
State  Teachers  College,  Boston. 

This  course  briefly  reviews  the  contributions  that  great  men 
have  made  to  psychology.  Starting  with  Aristotle,  Plato, 
Democritus,  and  Descartes,  the  course  continues  up  to  the 
present.  These  contributions  are  studied  as  a background 
for  a more  profound  understanding  of  contemporary  theories 
of  learning. 

This  course  may  be  credited  as  2 semester  hours  towards  the 
required  6 semester  hours  in  Psychological  Foundations  of 
Education.

TECHNIQUES  IN  SOLVING  READING  PROBLEMS  IN  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL.- 

Assistant  Professor  Lawrence  J.  Newell,  State  Teachers  College, 
Framingham. 

This  course  will  be  concerned  with  suggesting  practical 
solutions  for  the  common  problems  in  reading  instruction, 
such  as  d i scover i ng  and  prov i d ing  for  individual  differences, 
planning  for  small-group  work,  evaluating  progress,  teaching 
the  study  skills,  meeting  the  needs  of  rapid  learners  and 
slow  learners,  developing  basic  abilities,  and  diagnosing 
d i f f icu 1 t i es. 

Two  Semester  Hours  Thursday  5:30-7:15 

ELIZABETHAN  NON-DRAMATIC  POETRY  I:  Pastorals;  Narratives;  Songs. - 
Professor  Nilliam  H.  Mamell,  State  Teachers  College,  Boston. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  study  the  masterpieces  of 
non-dramatic  poetry  written  in  the  age  of  Shakespeare.  The 
approach  i s by  poetic  type,  since  Elizabethan  poetry  reflects 


the  individual  poet's  attitude  toward  generally  held  beliefs 
and  ideals,  and  his  expression  of  it  in  accepted  and  conven- 
tional poetic  forms.  The  required  reading  is  limited  to  the 
major  figures,  but  the  lectures  consider  also  the  continen- 
tal background  of  the  various  poetic  types  and  the  achieve- 
ment of  the  lesser  Elizabethans  in  them.  Specifically,  the 
major  documents  cons idered  are  Spenser 's  pastorals,  Marlowe's 
Hero  and  Leander,  and  Shakespeare's  Venus  and  Adonis  and 
The  Rape  of  Lucre ce.

Satires.  Offered  in  the  second  semester.-  Professor  William  H, 
Marne ll.

COURSES  BEGIN:  During  the  week  of  October  5 


The  courses  announced  in  this  bulletin  are  offered  by  the  Division 
of  University  Extension  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Educa- 
tion in  co-operation  with  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Boston.
